Owing to conditions brought on by 
the war, out of every seven babies 
born in France during the great 
struggle, one died. 250,000 French 
prisoners died in German _ prison 
camps, many of them from ill-treat- 
ment and lack of food and medical 
care. 

During the first fourteen 
months of the war the ordinary 
soldier of France received one 
cent a day. From October, 1915, 
to near the close of the war he 
received five cents a day. 

It is little to be wondered at that 
the French loathe war. They know 
better than any other European peo- 
ple just what war means, and what it 
costs. Still, there is not in this whole 
world a people more courageous and 
more -willing to fight for liberty, free- 
dom and justice than -the French,

In a statement issued by S. L. variations in cheese board prices this 


Season and the low prices for cheese 
are given as follows: 

Consumption of cheese in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom this spring was below 
normal, due to unusually cold weather. 

Stocks of cheese in Canada, the Un- 
ited States and the United Kingdom 
are well above a year ago. 

The unfavorable situation in sterling 
exchange this year ,as compared with 
last, is accountable for 3-4 cents per 
pound on cheese. 

“And there is the international sit- 
uation,” adds Mr, Joss, “This point 
may need some explanation. Employ- 
ment figures are comparatively high in 
the United Kingdom, thousands of men 
are undergoing military training, due 
to the recent conscription bill, and 
wages are relatively high. Ordinarily 
these factors would promote higher 
prices, but England today has an 
abundant supply of foodstuffs, and 
due to Government control, which 
would most decidedly operate in the 

event of war, speculation has been re- 
duced to the minimum, and even nor- 
mal speculation is actually interfered 
with. We have all heard, of course, of 
the extreme nationalism of European 
countries and its effect upon world 
trade. That subject is much too broad 
to be dealt with here, and we are 
merely trying to explain conditions in 
the cheese trade as they exist this 
year as compared with last.”

Sent To Palestine By Air 


Included in First Air Ex- 





press Flight From Can-

When the Imperta1 Airways’ flying 
boat Cabot took off from Montreal on 
its first air express flight from Can- 
ada to Great Britain, on Thursday, its 
cargo included a package of Canad- 
ian - bred insects destined for Pales- 
tine.

first package to be booked for Air ex- 
press aboard the Cabot. 

Weighing only eleven ounces, the 
parcel contained 300 living parasites, 
which are to be shipped to the Citrus 
House, Tel-Aviv, Palestine. It was 
‘expressed from Belleville, flown to 
England, then flown to Haifa, Fal- 
estine. From there, the parcel will be 
transported to Tel-Aviv by motor car. 

The whole trip will take only four 
days. 

The parasites in all stages of life 
will be used in Palestine for breeding 
purposes. Later, the parasites will be 
used in a war on the mealy bug, that 
is causing considerable damage to all 
citrus fruit in that country. G. Wis- 
hart, entomologist, stated the parasites 
were first imported from South Am- 
erica. Experiments carried on at Belle- 
ville have proved successful against 
the mealy bug in this country, and, it 
is thought, that it will be an aid in 
Palestine. 

For years the Dominion entomolog- 
ical branches of the Department of 
Agriculture have used airways through- 
out this continent. The transportation 
of parasites must be done quickly or a 
considerable number of them will die 
in transit. With the inauguration of 
the trans-atlantic service, the pam- 
sites will be shipped throughout the 
world in the fight against insect pests.
